Several hundred freshmen 
were introduced- to the inner 
workings of McGill, as the Frosh 
Smoker opened a week of fes- 
tivities for 'green tics and bare 
legs. "One of the most success- 
ful smokers in recent years," ac- 
cording to the Chairman of the 
Freshmen Reception Committee, 
the gathering provided a'skilful 
combination of traditional rou- 
tine and friendly atmosphere. 

The Union Ballroom was well 
packed with first year men, crowd- 
ing eagerly into the hall to meet 
for the first time the various stu- 
dent institutions on the campus and 
some of the men who run them. 
Members of the Canadian Army 
Course were also present and they 
helped to lead a lively sing song 
with great succeiss. 

The responsibilities- of the war- 
time student were brought home to 
the Frosh as each man, on entering 
the ballroom was given two forms 
— one for registering as a blood 
donor, , the other for volunteering 
for part time service with the War 
Council.

resident of Varsity 
larifies Wartime Status 



Toronto.. October 1.— (CUP)— 
(The University of Toronto was 
never meant to be "a ' hiding 
place or a safe retreat for any 
who seek to a\foid the obliga- 
tion of active service." declared 
President Dr. H. J. Cody In his 
opening address to the faculty 
and students in Convocation 
-Hall yesterday. 

He stated that in wartime the 
three greatest responsibilities 
of colleges and universities are 
to provide trained personnel to 
help win the war, to educate 
the citizens who will take part 
in post-war reconstruction, and 
to preserve the cultural heri- 
tages of the past. 

Dr. Cody stated that 7.000 
undergraduates' and recent 
alumni of the University of 
Toronto have enlisted in the 
armed forces or in specific gov- 
ernment work and 229 members 
of the. faculty are engaged In 
active service.. Over 110 grad- 
uates have been killed at the 
front.

It ha.s been announced that 
Professor J. W. Bell, who for 48 
years was a member of the Uni- 
versity SUU in the Faculty of 
Engineering, has received the. 
appointment of. an Emeritus 
Professor of Mining Engineer- 
ing. Since graduating from Mc- 
Gill in 1807 he has done con- 
siderable research work con- 
cerning the Law of Crushing.. 
In 1028 -Professor Bell was-, 
made Professor of Ore Dress- 
ing, and In 1939 became Pro- 
fessor of Mining Engineering, 
which position he occupied till 
his retirement tmde^ the age 
limit regulations in 1942.

McGill Offers Extension 
Courses in Many Subjects 



Registration for McGlU extension 
courses opens today at 5:15 p.m. in 
the Arts Building.- A; wide variety 
of courses Is offered to the public, 
ranging from the study of sculpture 
to Spanish, from Electrical En- 
gineering to English Literature and 
Composition. There are two courses 
offered in the study of the Russian 
Language. . Lectures ( in ths- Exten- 
sion courses cominehce on or about 
October 12th. 

Fees for the courses are payable 
at the Bursar's Office before the 
second lecture or by mail three 
days earlier. They vary from $5.00 
to $50.00, depending on the length 
and . complexity of the course. 



A. special group of courses Is 
being given in the study of ac- 
countancy, ranging from elements 
of accountancy to secretarial prac- 
tise and industrial management 
Examinations are held In connec- 
tion with all the Accountancy 
courses, of which there are some 
thirteen. Fees for these courses 
are payable at the time of reglstra 
tion. These courses are primarily 
open to students of the Accountancy 
Associations of Quebec. 

Among the many courses offered 
in various branches of learning, are 
the studies of wartime controls, and 
community -planning, offered by 
leaders iii these fields. 



New Course 
In Wartime 
Economy Given 

Evening Lectures 
Will Be Given 
By Dr. Redler

A series of evening lectures in 
wartime economy will be presented 
at McGill this session. It was an- 
nounced yesterday that Dr. Richard 
Redler, a governmental expert in 
this field will conduct the lectures. 
The evening course will deal with 
the administrative agencies set up 
in. various countries for the purpose 
of planning and directing the war- 
time economy. 

So Intricate have these controls 
become that it Is believed only a 
governmental expert could fully' 
explain them. The . lecturer will be 
Pr, Richard Redler, who since 1942 
has been advising , the- Bank of 
Canada and, through its research 
department, vdlrious other govern- 
ment departments, on devices used 
and experiences gained in foreign 
countries. . . ■ 

In explaining the course, exten- 
sion department officials stated: 
"The lecturer proposes to deal with 
the administrative agencies set up 
in the different countries for the 
purpose, of planning and directing 
the war economy: the costs ensumg 
from the expansion of the civil ser- 
vice and the use/made of the col- 
laboration of businessmen in public 
administration. 

"In the field of manpower policy 
the different forms of labor recruit- 
ment labor placement and wartime 
transfers will be discussed, showing 
the means and limits of compulsion 
and the use of -Incentives for war 
Jobs. 

"Lectures on production control 
win deal with the priorities for raw 
material allocations, the processing 
instructions restricting the manu- 
I fncturing ot certain types of goods; 
the measures of controlling the dts- 
trlbution of goods either in the

Freshman Events 

At the present time the Freshman class 
is in the throes of its initiation. The events 
are not designed to see how many of the 
Frosh can survive the horseplay of the 
Upperclassmen as was customary in days 
of yore, but, rather, to introduce the bud- 
ding graduates to college life in its present 
wartime form. 

The importance of attending as many 
of these activities as possible cannot be too 
strongly stressed, for it is only by con- 
scientious participation in these activities 
that a Freshman can gain an insight into 
the true spirit of the University. 

In the past years, there was a predom- 
inance of men students at tlie Freshman 
dances, dué'to inequality in the registra- 
tion figures. The Reception Committee has 
made special efforts to overcome this dif- 
ficulty, and if the rest of the events are as 
successful as those already past, there will 
be little doubt as to the sincerity of the 
reception accorded to the Freshman class 
by the Upperclassmen. 

The problems of the Freshmen Recep- 
tion Committee were considerably in- 
creased thiis session by the additional 250 
men of the Army Course. As these students 
are full undergraduates of the University, 
they are entitled to participate in all the 
student activities. Tlie fact that they arc 
under military discipline limits their parti- 
cipation considerably, but it is hoped that 
they will be present at as many of the 
events as possible. They come from all 
parts of Canada and this is a golden op- 
portunity for McGill students to demon- 
strate that «ie Eastern part of the Do- 
minion is not lacking Jn that quality known 
as "Weste rn** hospita l ity. 

Mid-Sessionals 

In accordance with Selective Service 
regulations, the universities of Canada 
have instituted a comprehensive series of 
mid-sessional examinations for students 
following courses in Arts and Science. Yes- 
terday, this regulation was put in force at 
McGill. ■ 

This is the first time that the University 
has held mid-terra examinations, except in 
those courses which run for a half-year. 
In other colleges, tho practice of writing 
mid-scssionals is quite common, but it was 
felt at McGill that a full set of finals was 
sufficient indication of a student's ability, 
and that tho time saved could be put to 
greater use in the instructional part of "îiîô 
curriculum. 

The implications of this ruling arc ap- 
parent. There must be no delay in getting 
down to serious work, for the first three 
months at university are now the crucial 
ones. It will be impossible to depend upon 
last-minute "plugging" to pass with the re- 
quired marks. 

There is an adage which ,in spite of its 
age, bears repeating at this time: "Fro- 
CTOitimtMn is thé thief of time."

The Daily Interviews: 

Ëmil Ludwîg

The first thing that Emil Ludwig said 
to me was: "Why do you wear glasses?" I 
was so surprised, I think all I managed in 
reply was a blank "Ugh7" . . . Alter all 
when one has spent two days trying to get 
an interview with a famous man and has 
stayed awake the whole previous night 
thinking up a series ot questions on the 
future of humanity to ask him, it is, to say 
the least, disconsertlng for him to ask you 
why you wear glasses. As we seated our- 
selves in the hotel lounge, he removed his 
own glasses and continued; 

"Take off your glasses. You know, an \ 
English or a French lady would never wear 
glasses when she came to meet a gentle- 
man." 

"But It's necessary," I ventured In reply. 

"It is not necessary," ha came back 
forcefully. "Es 1st oin schrcckliches Am- 
erikanlsches Brauch ... (a terrible Am- , 
erlcan custom). 

And that was typical of Emil Ludwig, 
brilliant Journalist, analyst and biographer. 
Personal, unpretentious, frank . . . without 
a trace ot patronizing superiority or dog- 
matism. He spoke more as an old friend 
would say 'You simply must wear your 
gold bracelet tonight! It's so becomlngl" 

Yes, Emll Ludwig was very different 
from what I expected. The fact that he had 
met men like Edison, Einstein, G. B. Shaw, 
that he knew Roosevelt, personally, lhat he 
had spent the previous day as the guest of - 
the Prime Minister of Canada— all this did 
not prevent him from being Interested In 
whether or not an amateur reporter wore 
glasses. Having read only his "Napoleon" 
and "Cleopatra" ... and those a way back 
in high school, I expected to meet a shrewd 
type of man . . . uncomfortably penetrat- 
ing ... a man who would make me feel 
as If he know everything I was thinking, 
and ever had or ever would think. Instead 
I found an artist, a dreamer. And It wasn't 
until our interview was over, and Mr, Lud- 
wig had got on the train that I realized that 
it was this very thing which had made him 
the most original biographer of our time, • 
^l^^l^^^ad resurrected the dead men

of history while the world marvelled. He 
understood men with an intuition approach- 
ing genius, yet he understood them not wiUi « 
his mind, keen though tt^n. be,. but, with

It was at S.30 on the morning of August 
37th in tho lounge of the Chateau Laurier, 
Ottawa, that Mr. Ludwig talked to me. He 
was to leave on the train at nine o'clock, 
and I asked him it I might accompany him 
to the station. 

Having heard the rumour that he was 
on his way to Montreal, I asked him about 
it . . . forgetting all the questions I had 
planned the night before. 

"Not right away," he . answered. "You 
see, tomorrow is August 28th, the most 
important day of the year for me. It is 
Goethe's birthday. And I promised some 
friends of mine, emigrants like myself, who 
live on a little farm outside Toronto, that 
I would come to Canada to visit them this 
year on Goethe's birthday. The last time 
we all celebrated it together was In 1937

derstanding reception. In the same category, 
"Stars on Ice" has changed its face a trifle, and 
the second edition persists happily at the 
Center Theatre In Rockefeller Center.- ^ 
The New American Classic. 
Broadway's greatest cause for celebration 
has been the novel brilliance of "Oklahoma", 
the Richard Rodgers — Oscar Hammersteln 
adaptation of Lynn Rlggs's play "Green Crow 
tho Lilacs".

until January 10, when a comprehensive 
review of their scholastic record will de- 
termine those who are unfit to continue. 

Whether this interpretation corresponds 
to that which is to be announced by the 
Selective Service officials is debatable. Tho 
action is not a practical one, for it may bo 
vetoed by tho ruling of tho N.S.S. board, 
and the students' hopes have been built up 
for no apparent reason. 

There is, however, one saving aspect of 
the situation. Whether or not the Selective 
Service board allows students to continue 
until tho end of tlic year in non-essential 
courses, it is hardly likely that the draft 
notices will be issued before the New Year, 
allowing the majority of the students 'to 
get ciredit for some of their courses.

itrange sense of power that seemed to emanate 
Utm- the pistol In bis hand. The pistol \yas 
power, compact power. It made him feel more 
than a man. Was death and' destruction not an 
attribute of the gods? Had not the supreme 
Hindu god Brahma three attributes; creation 
perservation and destruction. And was not 
destruction the most powerful of the three, for 
the Universe was running down? This pistol, 
this simple mechanism he hëld could destroy 
the complex organism that is Man; none could 
, withstand its hurtling pellet of steel jacketed 
lead. He held the pistol in >iis hand; he was 
more than a man; he had one of the attributes 
of the gods; he could destroy, release man from 
the futility of existence. And existence was 
futile. He looked back on his life; the dullness 
and the worry of it; the futility of it; his routine 
work as a clerk; and now this latest worry< 
He looked down the muzzcl. He could soc i 
little crescent of polished steel; and the indcn 
tatlbns of the rifling. Release could come from 
that half lighted opening. He turned the pistol 
away, and pressed the little button by the trig 
ger guardi there was » slight metallic rustle as 
the clip slid from the butt. He laid it carefully 
on the desk, and drew a bullet from the pack- 
age. He looked at it for a moment, tiie light 
glistened on the steel jacket, the brass case.

at my home in Switzerland. There my wift 
and I had a small gathering of intimate 
friends. And \yhcn the gardener had closed 
the gates, and the little band of musicians 
had started to play the music of Gluck, 
we performed Goethe's play, Tasso. Right 
out there in the open, overlooking the Ital- 
ian valley. We were not great actors and 
we had no audience . . . but the pcrform- 
. ance had great significance for all of us." 
And as he spoke he'switchcd to German, 
which seemed natural to him when some- 
thing touched him deeply. . , 

"But it was rather sad, too," he con- 
tinued. "For I knew that it was 'Adieu'. 
When the war started, I had to leave Swit- 
zerland in less than twenty-four hours. All 
I could take with me was a little suitcase 
. . . everything else I had to leaye." 
. . "That is why I am' so eager to see these 
old friends, again. They' were able to bring 
many of their books and belongings with 
them. They wrote me that they have a 
photograph of that happy day in Switzer- 
land, and I am afraid, that when I see It, 
I shall cry." ' ' . ' 

Then a hint of coming Joy came into his 
voice, as he said: ."But next year we shall 
be celebrating Goethe's birthday In Europe 
again., . .• .'• 

"You really do believe that llic war will 
end this winter, don't you?*' I interrupted.' 
• "Oh, yes," he replied, as simply a£ If he"" 
were telling me what he "had eaten for 
. breakfast. "1 am certain of it." 

During the same visit, he had told re- 
porters from Ottawa papers that "the Ger- 
mans will lose the war because they have 
no English nerves. They are great attack- 
ers, but poor defenders. That is why ... 
bombardment is the deciding factor in the 
German collapse. 

•> <> 

Speaking of hi* college life at Heidel- 
berg. Emit Ludwig frankly staled that he 
was not a very good student. "All I did was 
write poetry,' 'he ^aid. "I wrote nothing but 
poetry until f was thirty." 

.A few days later, while reading his 
autobiography "Gifts of Life.'.'I was amused, 
to come across the following passage. His 
father, a conscientious university profes- 
sor and brilliant ey«-speciallst, was reprov- 
ing him for bis waywardness . . . i.e., his 
writing of poetry and his reading of Nietz- 



sche. This is part of his father's very fath- 
erly admonition;— 

."Do you want to ruin your life? Have 
you ever seen the slightest offence against 
the ' Ten Commandments in your - own 
home? Eh? 'Study something sensible, take 
walks, drink with your friends, and it 
you're good I'll send you to Italy. I have let 
you browse at your will for two terms, but 
unfortunately you have attended no lec- 
tures to speak of. Now take a course in law, 
Icam something, pass your examinations, 
a' lawyer may do anything. If you will 
write poetry, write it on Sundays, and not 
always at night, for that will ruin your eyes 
to no purpose." 

Predicting a revival of German poetry 
in twenty years' time, Enill Ludwig cald: 
."If I were an Englishman 'and had a son, 
I would say to him 'Study German'!" 
<» * « 

Tears came to his eyes when he spoke 
of Nietzsche, that strange German philoso- 
pher who preached the 'will to power', the 
superman, while he himself remained child- 
like in his btunility, who hated rellgon yet 
was a religious man, who Bad the mind of 
a genius, yet died insane. Here was mater- 
ial .. . complex human material , . . cut out 
for a Ludwig biography. I asked him why 
he did not write it. 

"I couldn't," was the reply. "I love him 
too much, Nietzsche was 'wunderbar' (mag- 
nificent). And he has been so abused, so 
misunderstood. I knew Nietzsche's sister. 
. . . Wherever I go I carry a copy of Nietz- 
sche and a copy of Goethe in my suitcase." 

"Your^ biography of Goethe was one of 
your earliest works, was it not?" I asked 
him. 

"Yes. The problem of the artist and the 
man has always interested me. And no- 
where Js it solved better than in the life of 
Goethe. His' play Tasso'.': deals -with the 
same problem^ . .." 

It was also interesting to read in Lud- 
wig's . autobiography, the following: 

"The deepest impression made upbn me 
as a schoolboy— or perhaps- indeed at any 
time of my life— came from Goethe's Tasso. 
Here for the first time I found the poet 
combined with the man of the world, could 
not' and did not even want to choose be- 
tween the one and the other, loved both, 
and to tills day love both ° equally. . , ." 

He goes on to déscribe his first visit to 
Weimar, to Goethe's tomb . . . "We had 
made a wreathe of heather, a poor little 
wreath, gathered in the wood. ... In the 
dimness I saw a number of cofifns, and 
wondered that anyone should dare to be 
laid by Goethe's side. When at last I stood 
before my goal, I saw that Schiller's coffin 
lay so close to Goethe's that there was not 
a hand's breadth between them. But one 
wreath for two coffins would never do, and 
1 hesitated a moment. Then symbolically I 
turned my back on Schiller. Since then 
every August 28th, for thirty-three years, 
we have made a wreath of heather and 
Sjsnt itito Goethe's grave." 

Ludwig's autobiography was published 
in 1031 on his fiftieth birthday. 
■"♦•■♦. <•■ 

Btit Ludwig is not all tenderness and 
fire; Hé has a sense of humour too. It was, 
oddly enough,' revealed "when I asked him 
the decidedly trito question: "Do you like 
America?" 

"Do yoii ' like America?- Do you like 
America?" he repealed after me. "That is 
what they are always asking me,. and it is 
such a stupid question. An American woman 
asked me that .the other day. 1, turned , to 
her and saId:/'Madam, do yoi^.like life'?" 

'And .do'yoii kno\y, what she. replied?" I 
could see' something good was -coming,' and 
leaned ; forward. ■ ,. ■ 

"She said: "Oh, yes, very much. I think 
it's a wonderful magazine!"! I.J I!' ■ 

Once while he -was ■ talking I absent- 
mindedly put on my glasses which I 
had taken otf to please him wiieh we first 
met. , . 

He noticed it Immediately. "Nol" he' said. ' 
':You must not wear, your glasses while you 
are talking with me." I quickly took them 
off again. 

. - * ,* <. 

We had walked over, to the station, and 
as we stood there waiting for the train, I 
asked <hlm how It, was that the same race 
could produce nien like Goethe and also 
men like Hitler. . . . ' 

He smiled at me, , rather overcome by 
the 'magnitude of the question. "That" is 
something, 1 tried to answer. In my history 
of the .German. people. I spend five htindred 
pagcs.dlscussing. exactly that "•point." 'He 
then added -as. one might' remark on the 
strangeness of life . . : "The book became a 
best-seller In England, and was banned in 
Germany.": . .' • 



"But it was Goetfte,' 'he said, "Goethe, 
who really understood the German people." 
I recalled a little book of selections from 
the. writings of Goethe ... a sort of an- 
thology- that bad been compiled by Mr. 
Ludwig himself . and iii ii the' words': . 

"The German race is nothing. The Ger- 
man Individual everything. And yet Ger- 
mans believe exactly the reverse." Goethe 
wrote that in 1820. It might have been said 
by Emil Ludwig August 27th. 1043. 

Outside the station' we could hear the 
sound of soldiers marching. The steady 
drum beats and the rhythm of their feet 
grew louder aè they approached. 

Emil Ludwig turned to me. 

"Do you hear that sound? I remember 
the first time I heard it. u was in Berlin 
in 1013 . . thirty years ago. I heard sold- 
iers march by outside my window. That 
was the beginning of war for me. And now 
they have drowned out Goethe." 
<• <• ❖ 

Ludwig had come to Ottawa to see the 
celebrations for the visit of Boosevelt to 
the capital two days before. Commenting 
on Roosevelt and Churchill, he had said 
with his uncanny way of summing up men: 
"Just looking at the faces of these two 
men, you would say, one was all spirit, the 
other all will. But the man of spirit has a 
strong will, and the man of will a strong 
spirit." . 

He now mentioned his visit to Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, which had taken 
place the day before. 

"We walked about his estate, and talk- 
ed,", he said. "There you have a very inter- 
esting man. So honest and sincere. To be 
twenty years in power, and still have no 
trace of a pose . . . tp . be so imaffected, so 
simple. It was his simplicity I liked best 
But he has a wise philosophy in his head." 

■ But the 'train to take Emit Ludwig to his 
friends for Goethe's birthday was in the 
station . . . and so we parted. 

And as I walked away from the station, 
I hurriedly put on my glasses, feeling like 
a Quaker who took off his hat only in the 
presence of the divine.

The drama proper has a full btit undistin- 
guished representation: To be sure, rKiss and 
Tell" is very funny indeed, and either "Three's 
A Family" or. the popular* "Doughglrls" will 
provide a commendable evening's entertain- 
ment. Elizabeth Bergner disappoints some- 
what in "The Two Mrs. CarroUs", perhaps a 
poor choice of: play, on her part. Sklppy 
Homeier does an excellent job as a. junior Nazi 
in .'Tommorrow the World", but the play as a 
whole Is no more than good. And the only 
presentation which might offer a measure of
